.leadera that more than 100,000 men 
would respond to the call to strike 
proved true, for even their own estimates 
-were exceeded, as no less than 112.000 
men are now idle, and the operators 
themselves would concede-that they are 
liable to lose the remaining 30,000 before 
the present week is over. 


Despite all reports circulated to the 


•contrary in the past and those that can 
be looked for in the (future, the strike 
has BO far proven a complete success. 
There is no doubt that 'the United Mine 
Workers were much better organized 
than was generally suspected by the 
operators and the public. 


. Surrounded by JDoubt. 


The strike came off officially with 


little eieitement: but surrounded with 
all kind of doubt. The United Mine 
Workers leaders seemed to be' the only 
ones who came near to the figures. The 
attempts of Father Phillips to have the 
troubles arbitrated are thought by a 
number of leaders to have slightly in- 
jured the cause ot the strikers, because 
he seemed to place them in an equivocal 
position in which they refused to accept 
arbitration when it was offered them, 
although they claimed to be fighting 
for it.

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 18.—ATxmt 100,- 


000 miners struck in the anthracite re- 
gions, the largest number—as Presi- 
dent Mitchell says' in his official an- 
nouncement—that were ever out on 
strike in. any industrial contest in the 
history ol the country. Mr. Mitchell 
and the other union officers claim that 
112,000 walked out in the morning, hut 
that number is probably in excess .of 
the actual number. They do not at- 
tempt to conceal their disappointment 
at the failure of the men In tie Le- 
high and Reading districts to obey 
their, orders, and have reason to be 
gratified at' the unanimity that pre- 
vails in the Scranton district, where 
seventy-two of the seventy-five mines 
struck, and only one mine—that at a 
-place called W-estJS'nd—la working to- 
' day. 
Today especial attention is be- 


ing given to the men in that mine, 
and the strike leaders say that they 
can be persuaded to drop their tools 
before the sun sets. If moral suasion 
fails other means will be adopted, but 
-it is not^told what they will be. 


In the middle or Lehigh district- 


called 'No. 4 by the miners:—about one- 
half o-f the mines are closed and one- 
half ot .the men are out. .At the good 
mines—those which are well managed 
and where the men are well treated— 
•nearly the full forces ar« at 
work. 


The bad mines, as' they are .known, 
where .albuses exists are

mines of the Coxe'Bros., those of 
Whitney and. Kammerer 
and

Marks and the Upper Lehigh county, 
are running with full crews, with the 
exception of the Ebervale, one of the 
lonr mines belonging to the Markles, 
in. which there seems to have, been a 
misunderstanding, as the employes ex- 
plain that they were misled by street 
gossip and newspaper reports that all 
the Markle mines were to be shut 
down. 


In the Reading district—the south- 


ern part of the anthracite region— 
nearly all the mines are running full 
blast. The mine workers' officials do 
not claim that more than 12,000 men 
have gone out there, and that is prob- 
ably about the actual number.

30, 1900, amounted to $840,714,329, a 
sum greater by nearly $100,000,000 
than the highest amojint reached by 
our imports during any one fiscal year 
•n-laich had its beginning during the last 
free trade administration. Four years 
ago President McKinley said in the 
course of one of tho speeches which he 
made to visiting delegations:

to buy goods cheaply abroad if it there- 
by enforces idleness at home."

idleness at home. There has bwn no 
Idleness at borne since McKinley was 
elected and the policy of protection was 
re-established. 
The protective tariff 


has seen to it that foreign producers 
have not been permitted to sell their 
pauper made goods in tbo American 
market at prices that would take tlic 
bread out of the mouths of American 
workmen. 
On the contrary, our im- 


ports this year represent largely goods 
whlfh could not bave been duplicated 
at homo, and the-y have been paid for, 
and more than paid for, out of the sur- 
plus of American exports which busy 
American producers, made prosperous 
by the enactment of the Dingley law, 
have sent abroad, and the Increase In 
the amount of 
QUI- Imports Implies 


merely an Increase in tho amount ot 
money which" the, Arneriotui people 
have had to spend. 
The increase In 


their purchases of foreign goods is but 
a fractional part of the increase In 
their purchases of American made 
goods.

HANNA WAKES UP 


THE BUSINESS MEN 


Says They Mutt Take As Active a Part 


/ In This Campaign As They 


Did Four Years Ago. 


Chicago, 
III., Sept. 
18—Senator 


Hanna entertained twenty-five leading 
business .men at luncheon at the Union 
League club yesterday, after which he 
made a short speech. 


The drift of the senator's talk waa 


that the business men of the country are, 
as much interested in tbis election as' 
they were in 1896 and they should take 
as active a part in it as they did four 
years ago. He cautioned them that the 
only danger to republican success waa 
over-confidence and apathy on the part 
of the men who are not accustomed to 
take an 
aqtive part in politics, and 


warned his hearers that Bryan was aa 
much a free silver man now as he was 
four years ago:

After the report came out that coal 


had advanced in Milwaukee, several of 
the local dealers immediatelv telephoned 
their headquarters in that city 
They 


were informed the advance was'all right 
and coal v^ould cost them six dollars in 
MilwauKee, and they could not sell it for 
le&s if they bought all they had on hand. 


Ihis means that the coosumer who 


did not put in his winter's supply of 
coal or contractor it before the rise 
came, will pay about one dollar per ton 
more, than he would a week ngo. 


The wholesalers have advanced the 


price of coal several times this summer 
but no notice was taken of by the local 
dealers. They continued giving thft 
consumer the benefit of a low price, 
ihis last advance is so large that it 
cannot be overlooked by the dealer, and 
the price will have to advaace. 


Some dealers were still selling at $7 


today; others asked $7.25 and 87 50 
and at the outside price claim they do 
not make over thirty cents a ton. 


The advance is duo largely to the 


strike, and will continue to rise as long 
as the strike holds out.
